All have reported that they 
were well pleased with it, he said, 
and also reported that ft burns 
well and holds a fire satisfactorily. 

Carter said the new fuel is be- 
ing produced only on an experi- 
mental basis at present, but that 
the company plans to_install addi- 
tional facilities for its’ manufac- 
ture. He described it as resem- 
bling coke and _ carbonite, but 
blacker in color. It has a volatile 
content of about 9 per cent as 
compared to a volatile content of 
about 5 per cent for coke and car- 
bonite. The smoke ordinance al- 
lows fuel with a volatile content 
of not more than 23 percent to be 
burned.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. Jan. 15 
(AP)—Secretary of State Marshall 
said in a speech plainly aimed at 
Congress last night that radical 
alteration of the Administration's 
foreign ald program might Imperil 
the chances of European recovery. 

He acknowledged there might be 
flaws of omission or phrasing in 
the aid bill submitted by Presi- 
dent Truman and said Congress 
doubtless would improve the meas- 
ure in some particulars. 

He stressed, however, that the 
principal terms of the four-year 


program, with its $6,800,000 initial | 


outlay, were drafted with utmost 
care “to meet many vital consider- 
ations affecting the national In- 
terest.’ 

“Radical alte vations of the basic 
atructure would, I fear, jeopar- 
dize the prospect that the measure 
would successfully accomplish the 
purpose for which it was de- 
signed,” Marshall told the 
burgh Chamber of Commerce, 

" He said that the recovery enter- 
prise involved the course of his- 
tory “in our time and for many 
Years to come” so that its present 
scrutiny by Congress merited full- 
est publicity to keep the nation 
informed. 

 §Stressing economic factors, Mar- 
shall told his audience of business 
men that: 

1. The aid proposed from the 
United States :-will be marginal 
but “absolutely necessary” to en- 
able Europeans to make real 
progress toward a pay-as-you-go 
basis. 

2. It will cost business men 
money in federal taxes, but the 
alternative is the prospect of 

burdens which would make the 
sacrifice “trivial” by compari- 
gon. 

3. The largest part of helping 
Europe, measured in terms of 
American commodities, already 
has been done, Exports pro- 
posed for the first 15 months of 
the program are less than the 
total for the past 15 months. 

4. Refusal of American aid 
would bring trade effects felt in 
Latin America and Canada and 
“throughout the entire world” 
as well as largely closing the 
door to American trade in Eu- 
rope. 

“Weare required,” Marshall 
gaid, “to make a decision as to 
which is the wiser course: whether 
to make a capital investment in 
European recovery involving a 
sum that, though large, is well 
within our means, with a good 
prospect of realizing. long-term 
gain, or whether to spend our 
abundant capital for -the-satisfac- 
tion of our immediate wants, in 
the hope that the day of reckon- 
ing can be indefinitely deferred.” 


“The Prudent Course.” 


Under the . circumstances, he 
said, “the prudent course” is 
“prompt and effective action to 
assure solvency and stability in 
Europe.” | 

“There is no doubt that if the 
countries of Europe should be 
forced to meet their present prob- 
lems without further assistance 
from this country, the result could 
only be.a radical increase in the 
restrictions and controls in force 
throughout that area affecting in- 
ternational trade and investment,” 
he said. 

“And more important, perhaps, 
than the actual restrictions them- 
selves would be the deterioration 
in the atmosphere in which inter- 
national business would have to 
be conducted. If the business men 
of this country are again to en- 
joy the former facilities for re- 
siditg, traveling and doing busi- 
ness among the European peoples, 
then it is essential that the Eu- 
ropeans retain their confidence in 
this country and in the soundness 
of liberal institutions in general.” 

Consequences of Collapse. 

Marshall declared that a Euro- 
pean economic collapse would. 
bring “consequences of a most se- 
rious nature” for the United 
States. 

“The situation we then would 
face would necessarily impose on 
us such .burdens in the way of 
taxes, discomforts, sacri*ices and 
impairments of ‘the rights and 
privileges we now enjoy as to 
make those that now confront us 
seem trivial by comparison,” he 
asserted. 

Marshall said the Soviet bloc 
had turned down co-operation for 
recovery under the United. States 
aid program even though this 
country set no conditions. 

The Soviet Government, he said, 
evidently “directed the eastern 
European countries subject to its

Derailment in F lorida, 
Seventh Wreck in South

CROSS CITY, Fia., Jan. 16 (UP) 
~—Seven cars of the Atlantic Coast 
Line's Southland, Chicago-to-Tam- 
pa passenger train, struck a brok- 
en rail and jumped the tracks 


eight miles north of here in deso- 
late swamp country today. 

Eight passengers and a dining 
car employe were slightly injured. 

Passengers, many of them from 
the Chicago area en route to 
Florida vacations, continued to 
their destinations on the same 
train, which picked up several 
cars to replace those left at the 
wreckage. 

The accident was in an almost 
inaccessible part of the northwest 
Florida coastal marshes. 

The big diesel-powered train-— 
running late—was roaring south 
on a straight-away section of the 
main line when the last seven 
cars left the rails about 7:30 a.m. 
The derailment was the seventh 
train accident in the South in a 
week. 

Scores passengers were 
routed from their sleep by the 
accident and left the train to sur-

Senate Group Opposes

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)- 
A Senate committee told the steel 
industry today it must take the 
lead in wiping out a flourishing 
“vray market” if it hopes to avoid 
new Government controls, 

A report filed with the Senate 
by Chairman Martin (Rep.), Penn- 
syivania, of the amall business 
subcommittee on steel said mem- 
bers of his group oppose the §sre- 
newal of wartime ' Government 
powers to divide the supply, 

The report declared, however, 
that something must be done to 
curb the gray market deals in 
which steel is sold at far above 
normal prices,

“the gray market still flourishes 
and has, if anything, become bet- 
ter organized. 

“It is clearly the responsibility 
of the steel industry to take steps 
to wipe out such activity and to 
assure the return of such _ ton- 
nages to normal channels of 
trade.” 

Criticism by Murray. 

Even before the report was 
filed, Senator Murray (Dem.), 
Montana, had criticized it as in- 
complete and premature. 

Murray said the committee 
failed to attack the ‘basic prob- 
lem, which he said is that of 
thé capacity of the nation’s steel 
industry. 

On this point, the report of the 
Republican -dominated committee 
said the country “cannot have 
prosperity today unless we have 
enough steel to make that pros- 
perity possible.” 

It did not estimate whether the 
present capacity should be in- 
creased abdve present plana ex- 
cept to say that “the pros and 
cons of steel production and 
capacity must come down to 
earth and be contained in the 
physical and economic limitations 
which are self-evident." 

Declaring there is a tendency 
in the Administration “to consider 
foreign needs to the detriment of 
our own people at home,” the re- 
port said a realistic survey would 
probably show that “all steel pro- 
duction now available is needed in 
the’ domestic economy.”

terests of American industry and 
particularly small business, “for 
as long as the scarcity exists and 
as long as efforts to secure great- 
er exports of critical steel prod- 
ucts are being made.” Present ex- 
port quotas, it said, “are based 
upon guesswork rather than upon 
reality.” 

The group found that exports 
of steel by this country reached 
111 per cent of production last 


year, and it noted that the long-4

OF NON-ESSENTIAL 
GOODS SCHEDULED 


Move Designed to Help 


serve Dollars for Neces- 
sities, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP) 
The United States Government, 
as a part of the European recov- 
ery program, will limit the ship- 
ment of non-essential goods to 
European countries starting 
March 1. 


No particular items have been 
embargoed, but commercial ship- 
ments of all commodities to the 
European area will require indi- 
vidual licenses from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The sending of gift packages 
will not be affected. It was ob- 
vious, however, that commercial

F ROOSEVELT and Churchill needed confirmation of the fact that 
they could no tonger-do business with Stalin-—they, of course, had 
never been able to do so-their efforts to supply the Warsaw 


underground by air in the summer of 1944 should Kave taught them. 
] besought Anglo-American aid after my successive ’{ppeals to Stalin 
began to be returned to me unopened, 


In Warsaw, our Home Army 
was suffering terrible losses a 
the hands of the Germans. Stalin 
had promised me early in August 
1944, that the Red Army would 
take Warsaw ina matter of a few 
days, yet the Russians remained 
just outside the city, never lifting 
a finger. 

Churchill was the first to act. 
Through his intercession, the 
‘AF began running critically 
necded arms, food and medical 
supplies by air from Italjan bases, 
with meny Polish flyers involved 
in the missions. RAF losses were 
heavy. German night fighters 
took their toll. Heavy German 
anti-aircraft emplacements § in 
Warsaw, free to operate because 
the Red Army would not come 
in, brought down many other re- 
lief planes. Red Army guns some- 
times joined in the attacks on 
the relief planes. 

Russian-held Bases Near Warsaw. 

I told Churchill of the existence 
of Russian-held Polish air stripa 
only a few miles beyond Warsaw 
and suggested that he make ar- 
rangements with Stalin to permit 
the RAF planes to land there in- 
stead of trying to fly back over 
those interminable miles to Italy. 
Many were running out of gas on 
the lone flisht home. 

As far as I know, Stalin never 
answered the appeals, 

I turned then to the United 
States and asked Roosevelt to run 
a special Eighth Air Force relief 
mission from the British bases 
then being used, but I pointed out 
that this could not be done suc- 
cessfully unless the American 
planes could land on the Polish 
fields adjacent to Warsaw. 

Necotiations between Washing- 
fon and Moscow opened in mid- 
Aucust, 1944, by which time Gen, 
Ror-Komorowerki's forces were in 
tremendous peril, 

After ienoring a number of mes- 
ances from Washington, the Rus- 
-sians consented, during the first 
week of September, to permit the 
American planes to run a shuttle 
mission. But even after consent- 
ing. the Kremlin delayed in nam- 
ing a specific date for the mis- 
sion. The days grew shorter, and 
the prospects of relief dimmer. 

Permission Granted, Withdrawn. 

In mid-September, word came 
fram Moscow that the -Eighth Air 
Force could come immediately. 
Rut almost as the planes warmed 
the take-off, the permis- 
gion was withdrawn, “Techni- 
enalities” had arisen, Stalin said, 
There would heve to be a delay 
of three or four days. 

During that delay, the Red Air 
Force suddenly appeared over 
Wareaw on the night of Sept, 13- 
14. after the focty-fourth day of 
the uprising, and droppec sup- 
plies. The ammunition they 
dropped did not fit the guns they 
dropped. The food they brought 

American Lend-Lease rations— 
was dropped with either defective 
chutes or no chutes at all, It 
smashed against the ruins 
Warsaw and was wasted. 

tut Moscow, having “beaten” 
the Americans to the aid of War- 
* saw, crowed happily through its 
propéganda mille that the U.S.8.T, 
was the true friend of the Polish 
people and that the Americans 
wete long on promises and short 
on deliveries. 

The Americans finally 
permitted to come on Sept, 18. 

In September, the Moscow radio 
opened a vicious attack on Gen. 
For-Komorowski, The Moscow ra- 
dio itself had enticed the Home 
Army to rise against the Ger- 
mans on July 29--to facilitate the 
entry of the Red Army--but now 
it 
self, of ordering a “senseless up- 
rising.” 

The Americars were not per- 
mitted to run another shuttle 
mission The British, too, were 
forced to give up in despair, 


Gen. Bor'’s Surrender. 


Gen. Bor - Komorowski_ sur- 
rendered to the Germans on Oct. 
3, 1944. 

A million people were living in 
Warsaw, or existing there, when 
the insurrection against the Ger- 
mans began. A quarter of a mil- 
lion human beings were killed, 
wounded or were missing by late 
September, Some 350,000 were 
forcibly evacuated, mostly to Ger- 
many, during the fighting. 

When the Russians finally 
came in, the following January, 
they found human life only in the 
Praga suburb—*20,000 Poles who 
remained there.while the retreat- 
ing Germans systematically lev- 
eled the city. 

Back in London. 

Back in London, after my fruit- 

less visit to Moscow in August, 
1944, I reported my failure to 
_come to terms with Stalin about 
the future of Poland, and set to 
work on a compromise that I 
hoped would make possible a re- 
suinption of Soviet-Polish  rela- 
tions, * 

With the aid of my government 
in London, and after many com- 
munications with .our Under- 
ground leaders in embattled War- 
saw, we drew up a postwar plan 
for Poland in which our five 
major political parties Peasant, 

“Socialist, National Democratic, 
Christian Labor and Communist 
would have recognition. 

As Prime Minister I would form 
a temporary government made up 
of equal numbers of the five par- 
ties. We would draft a new con- 
stitution to replace the illiberal 
1935 constitution. We would hold 


up for 


a free e'ection. The elected Par-* 


liament would adopt the new con- 
stitution, settle our growing fron- 
tier dispute with Russia and see 
to it that the Red Army was 


I submitted the plan to Russian 
Ambassador Lebiedov on Aug. 22. 
A month later, “it was turned 
over to the Lublin Committee,” he 
said, “Since there is no answer, 
it must be held unsatisfactory.” 

The HBritish were friendlier. 
“The British government indorses 
the Polish plan,” Anthony Eden 
Lold me at the Foreign Office. 

Called to Moscow by Churchill. 

Karly in October, Churchill sent 
me a letter from Moscow. “TI hope 
that you and whatever colleagues 
you think necessary to bring with 
you will bewable to fly at once to 
join us in Moscow, I am sure that 
this is the only way in which we 


can break the present: deadlock | 


I answered that I was pre- 
pared to fly to Moscow, but could 
not agree to go there if Churchill 
planned to confer also with the 
Lublin Poles. 

We met on the 13th with Stalin, 
Churchill, Eden and Averell Har- 
riman at the Soviet Foreign Of- 
fice. Molotov, the chairman, seat- 
ed us arpund an oval table and 
welcomed the Americans § and 
British, He referred to us as “our 
Polish guests,” then called on me 
to speak, 

I restated the postwar plan 
which Stalin had previously ig- 
nored, and concluded, “Our aim is 
to bring about an agreement be 
tween Poland and Russia, got be- 
tween Russia and a handful of 
Poles.” 

Stalin spoke up. “You say this 
plan has the backing of the Polish 
Underground. I doubt that it’s 
possible for them to have engaged 
in such work lately.” 

“What about the Lublin Com- 
mittee?” Churchill asked. “Was 
its advice sought?” 

“IT went much deeper than the 
Lublin Poles,” I said. “T went to 
the Polish people; to Polish public 
opinion. It is their wish that the 
postwar government include all 
parties.” 

“The Lublin government, should 
have a bigger share in the post- 
war government,” Churchill said. 


Stalin's “Two Big Defects.” 


“Your plan has two big défects,” 
Stalin said, “It ignorés the Lub- 
Jin Committee, which has done 
stich a good job in that part of 
Poland which the Soviet Army 
has liberated. Secondly, if any 
Polish government wants relations 
with the Soviet Union it must 
recognize the Curzon Line as an 
actuality, Perhaps the rest of your 
Plan is acceptable, but these two 
flaws must be corrected.” 

Churchill expressed. a great and 
sudden happiness. “I see now a 
a new hope for agreement,” he 
said enthusiastically. “Regarding 
the new frantier along the Cur- 
zon Line, I must announce in the

The Fly Ash Battle 


Proud of its successful fight against smoke, 
St. Louis now finds itself engulfed in a new 
blight which rapidly is taking some of the joy 
out of victory. This blight is also pouring out 
of the city’s chimneys. It is fly ash. 

The dirty, gritty stuff so pollutes the air eitsh 
St. Louisans breathe and so soils the homes in 
which they live that it calls for an all-out cam- 
paign to get rid of it. 


Fortunately, this battle has been started, gen- 


eraled by James L. Ford Jr., who led the fight 
against smoke. His views on the subject are 
printed under the cartoon today. The battle 
reached its first major point with the introduc- 
tion in the Board of Aldermen of Ordinances 
207 and 208. The first is directed against dust 
and air pollution in. general. The second is 
aimed specifically against fly ash. 

The fly ash ordinance is the one which has 
stirred up such opposition as has so far become 
manifest. However, it was approved virtually 
unanimously last Tuesday at a joint meeting of 
the Manufacturers’ and Legislation Committees 
of the Chamber of Commerce. This, we hope, 
may be taken as a forecast of approval by the 
Chamber’s directors. 

Undoubtedly it has the *support of the house- 
keepers of St. Louis. They are for any- 
thing that will rid the city—and their homes—of 
this bane. Neighborhood indignation meetings 
have been held by the score, and letters have 
heen written to the newspapers by the hundreds. 
With public opinion so clear, the duty of the 
Aldermen is obvious. 

Some questions have been raised about the 
efficacy of the proposed legislation. The best 
answer to these is the fact that it is based on a 
‘model law drafted by a special committee of the 
American Society: of Mechanical Engineers 
under the chairmanship of J. F. Barkley of the 
Bureau of Mines. This already has been adopted 
by a number of cities. This time St. Louis need 
not run all the risks of pioneering—as it had to 
do in the case of smoke elimination. 

As to the argument that fly ash contributes 
only part of the pollution in the city’s air, there 
is Ordinance 207 against dust. In any case, the 
largest consumer of coal in the area—Union 
Electric—is willing to spend $3,000,000 in the 
battle against fly ash, ordinance or no ordinance, 

Other industries would do well also to remove 


themselves from the category of public nui- — 


sances, instead of pleading for exemptions and 
amendments. The requirement of only 85 per 
cent efficiency and the granting of two years in 
which to make the necessary installations—both 
written into the pending legislation—are con- 
cessions enough. 

It will be urged that dirt and fly ash are part 
of the price ‘that industrialized communities 
must pay for their many advantages. St. Louis, 
however, has arrived at a point where that price 
is excessive and unnecessary. New methods of 
combustion and peak use of furnaces have so 
fouled the air that it is no longer tolerable. 

This intense industrial activity means profits 
as well as grime. It is not unreasonable to ask 
that a small part of the profits be used to elimi- 
nate the grime.

than Lord Eversley, an authority on the subject, 
found to be ethnological Poland. It was de- 
termined upon by the ethnic experts of the 
Versailles Peace Conference after much study.

more, which was seized by Poland in a series of ‘ 


aggressive acts against Russia. These were 
made after the collapse of the czarist govern- 
ment had made that cquntry impotent against 
outside attack toward the close of the First 
World War. 

Of the approximately 10,000,000 population in 
the area between the Curzon and Riga lines, 
only a slight percentage was Polish. The Riga 
Line was imposed on a prostrate Russia in a 
dictated treaty. 

Poland not only does not deserve the ,area 
between the Curzon and Riga lines; Poland’s 
possession of it would be an active danger to 
the peace of Europe. H. W. V. Temperley, editor 
of “History of the Peace Conference,” foresaw 
in 1924 that Russians would not rest under 
such an injustice and that it would eventually 
mean a Russo-German alliance against Poland. 

That alliance would be still more likely now 
that Germany smarts under Polish overlapping 
of its own borders. In the long run, Mr. 
Mikolajczyk had better be glad that Poland has 
been saved from a consequence of its own folly. 


Tax-Sharing Strikes a Snag 

The proposal to split Missouri income tax 
receipts between local governments and the 
state school.fund faces serious trouble and 
probable defeat, according to Curtis Betts. Pas- 
sage seems assured in the Legislature's lower 
house, but Senate Republican Leader Jasper 
Smith, a man of proved influence, is opposed 
to it. 

Smith fears it would create a vested interest 
in state funds. If the income tax is parceled 
out, he expects local governments will next 
stake out successful claims on the sales tax, 
finally leaving the state with insufficient funds 
for its own activities. This, he says, has already 
His fear is valid. Wit- 
ness how the school lobby, entrenched in a 
one-third slice of state receipts, leads the Légis- 
lature by the nose. 

Does*this blast the hopes of St. Louis and 
other hard-pressed local governments? Not if 
they will modify their proposal. If a study of 
state receipts shows a sufficient surplus over 
the state’s needs, Smith says, he would consider 
reducing state incomé taxes and permitting local! 
governments to enter that field. 

This plan would create no vested interests. 
Instead of automatic handouts, it would make 
local governments responsible to their citizens 
for levying income taxes. The St. Louis Citizens 
Tax Commission favored this plan and the 
Missouri Municipal League came around to it. 
It is embodied in a pending bill which would (1) 
cut state income tax rates one half, (2), authorize 


local income taxes up to the amount of the . 


reduced state rate, and (3) save collection costs 
by appointing the state as collection agent for 
the local taxes. ; 

Mayor Kaufmann and the Municipal League 
abandoned this superior bill because they 
thought tax-sharing and an alliance with the 
school lobby stood a better chance. That hope 


grows dim, so they should make it clear that 
they would be willing to adopt Senator Smith's 


: sound idea in lieu of their political expedient.

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Mr. Hutchins’ Great Books 


The University of Chicago’s Chancellor Hutch- 
ins was in St. Louis yesterday to launch here— 
in~his provocatively off-hand way—the “great 
books” program that he has been plugging else- 
where for years. And it is to be hoped that he 
dispelled a little of the grimness and much more 
of the pretentiousness that so often come with 
any mention of Aristotle or Plato. 

Generations and generations of teachers must 
be responsible for the notion that significant 
books are dull and hard to read, and for the de- 
risive pose so many Americans assume toward 
things cultural—probably as a defense against 
that twinge of conscience which insists that they 
might find gold in those mines if they were not 
too lazy to look into them. 

The Hutchins manner suggests even. more 
than the Hutchins words that a reading of a few 
of those books can lead to some very interesting 
conversation—talk that is considerably more fun 
than two hours spent with the nose between the 
pages of a slick magazine or watching a Western 
in a fnovie-house in which one can’t even smoke. 

Mankind’s problems, of course, 
much the same now as they were centuries ago. 
Machines have intensified them, but they offer 
no way out. They may calculate, but they can’t 
think. And, of course, Plato and Aristotle did 
think. They did wrestle with the old problems. 
And they did suggest solutions—even if some of 
them did not work. That’s the primary reason 
for reading them. 

Thought rather than techniques will get this 
generation out of its troubles, if it does get out. 
That is why it might help if we paid as much. 


attention to Bacon as to the internal combustion \ 


engine or the putting together and pulling apart‘ 
of molecules and atoms. Reason is sure to get - 
us farther than sentimentality can. 

The reading and discussion of important books 
—which rarely are new ones—is one of the best 
ways of fostering the reasoning process. But 
helpful as it is, it is not necessarily an ordeal. 
Tonics can taste good. Those who try the book 
discussion groups which have been formed here, 
may find in them more stimulation than they 
have enjoyed in a long time. 

Any resultant contribution to the banishment 
of the world’s woes will be an added dividend. 
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As to Speculator Thomas 


Senator Elmer Thomas’ cotton speculation 
may prove to have been within the law afd the 
Senate’s rules, but he has breached political 
morals as shamefully as Representative Andrew 
J. May, who did break the law. 

Thomas says he possessed no inside ,knowl- 
edge, but this is evasion bordering on falsehood. 
As chairman, then as ranking minority member 
of the Senate Agriculture Committee, he auto- 
matically came by superior information. 

As a spearhead of the farm bloc he had power 
to affect the gambling odds in his own favor. 
His repeated pleas and maneuvers for greater 
Government price supports certainly did not re- 
strain rising prices on cotton futures. He was a 
leader in keeping raw cotton exempt from OPA 
control. He led the attempt to block Stabiliza- 
tion Director Chester Bowles’ order requiring 
larger margin payments in the cotton market— 
and was a wheelhorse in the successful effort to 
make that order short-lived. When the market 
sagged in spite of these unremitting inflationary 
tactics, Thomas cried like a stuck pig, charged 
that “bear raiders” were depressing the market 
and tried to. frighten them out by threatening 
to harass them in a congressional investigation. 

Elmer Thomas deserves stiffer censure than 
the “gentlemen's club” of the Senate may be 
disposed to give him. To reduce the chance of 
similar scandals, both houses of Congress should 
make such abuses cause for automatic expulsion 
and take such steps as they can to bring abuses 
promptly to light.

Josephus Daniels 
Josephus Daniels fought for clean and pro- 
gressive government throughout his long career 
as newspaper editor and statesman. Though he 
said himself that he had angered two-fifths of 
his North Carolina readers at one time or an- 
other, most of them agree that he deserved a 


large share of the credit for the state’s good ~ 


government. Since Cleveland, and through 
Bryan and Wilson and Franklin Roosevelt, Mr. 
Daniels represented in national politics the kind 
of forward-looking policies that finally came to 
a focus in the New Deal. 

He was not, however, a blind partisan. He 
thought no better of the New Deal’s bureaucracy 
than the most violent anti-New Dealer did, but 
he did more to correct it: he gave it friendly but 
relentless criticism. A North Carolina politico 
who complained that “Josephus wants Demo- 
crats in office, but when they gets in, he fights 
them,” sai@ something fundamental about the 
quality of Mr. Daniels’ party politics. 

He conceived of journalism and public Office 
in identical ways—as instruments to reform 
self-government and to keep it effective by the 
constant play of criticism. As that kind of news- 
paperman and public official Mr. Daniels most 
truly was “the greatest living Southerner” as 
Ralph McGill, editor of the Atlanta Constitution, 
called him, and a contributor of something last- 


ing to the working-out of democracy.

Buncombe by Weinbrenner 
Objectors led by Alderman J. Ray Weinbren- 
ner have twice blocked action on a modern 
parking ordinance. The present law is nearly a 
dead letter because policemen must actually 
catch violators in the act of misparking. The 
city administration proposes a new one based on 
the common-sense assumption that a car found 
unlawfully parked was driven to the scene by 

the owner or someone with his permission. 
This assumption will prove correct perfaps 99 
per cent of the time. The hundredth time, or 
any time for that matter, the owner would retain 
the right to show that he was not at fault. This 
would relieve him of penalty except to the ex- 
tent that the head of a household is normaily 
held legally responsible for the acts of its mem- 


bers, and a principal for the acts of his agents. 


Mr. Weinbrenner, however, imagines the case 
of a bitter-end contest in implacable courts, in 
which an innocent owner is finally sent to jail. 
This is fantastic. Such ordinances have long 
been used elsewhere. They have withstood tests 
in court. They have caused no such tyranny. 

It is noble to champion citizens’ rights, but 
Weinbrenner makes a travesty of.them. Against 
his imaginary case, the fact stands that drivers 
who disregard the present law trespass on the 
rights of all who use the streets. The Board of 
Aldermen should quit listening to his buncombe 
and adopt the ordinance.

It is very natural to have a doubt or 
two about the pending ordinance regarding 
the emission of fly ash or, as-tt could be 
more properly called, dust from combus- 
tion. We went through a period of doubts 
about-smoke. Nothing designed to cure 
such a widespread evil can be an abselute 
certainty. But we don’t want tesjoin the 
“do-nothing” party. We must do something. 

Air pollution is the greatest evil facing 
our city, measured by the greatest number 
affected. Slum clear- 
ance may be, more 
important to some:

had a certain kind of dust from the peer 
from construction, street paving and the 
like. But only within the last few years 
has a new factor entered into the situation, 


one which is so overwhelming that it has ° 


made everybody conscious of the term “fly 
ash.” This unquestignably comea from 
combustion far greater than the wartime 
peak. Outworn equipment is being forced 
to its utmost capacity. To the layman, 
this means that the sudden overpowering, 
overwhelming air pollution must be traced 
to this recent factor. 


Based on Experts’ Plan 


All one has to do is look out the window 
to see this fly ash coming over the city to 
settle on window sills, porches, roofs to 
penetrate our homes. This dirt is not 
ordinary dust from the ground, even 
though surveys may show some o*% that to 
be present. Dust from the grouna and 
other sources is covered by Ordinance 207 
which will be administered by the Health 
Department. Ordinance 208 deals with dust 
from combustion only. We will catch dust 
from both sources if both ordinances are 
passed. 

The fly ash evil is so great that I agree 
with the city administration that St, Louts 
needs the strictest. legislation consistent 
with reasonableness of compliance and en- 
forcement, Unlike the smoke ordinance, 
we were able to find other cities which 


pollution ordinances, 
Cincinnati, Columbus, Detroit, 
Milwaukee, New York, Niag- 
ara Falls, Omaha, Pittsburgh, Toledo and 
others. We found that these ordinances 
were based on the formula of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, perhaps 
the most authoritative body on such mat- 
ters. The committee which drafted this 
model was under the chairmanship of J. F. 
Barkley, chief of the Fuels Utilization 
Branch ,of the United States Bureau of 
Mines, Under great pressure, its formula 
was amended to call for only 85 per cent 
compliance. This, I am informed, was 
against the thought of a substantial, part 
of the committee and was deemed unnec- 
éssary by manufacturers of efficient col- 
lectors, represented by the National Asso- 
ciation of Stoker Manufacturera, ¢ 

The Union Electrie Co., at the meeting of 
the Manufacturers and Legisintion Com- 
mittees of the Chamber of Commerce, vol- 
unteered the opinion that the tnstallations 
it is about to make will collect fly ash with 
an efficiency of 92 per cent. 
posed a compromise of 85 per cent. Union 
Electric burns perhaps 10 times as much 
fuel as any other industry in the city, It 
should know what it is doing when it 
undertakes to spend $3,000,000.

Here is an unsung book that tackles the 
problem of Arab and Jew in the Middle 
East with an impartiality quite unusual in 
studies on this explosive topic. Steiner, a 
journalist of many years in the Middle 
Kast, points ont that “for the sake of a 
realistic policy in the Middle East, we must 
not forget that in the most crucial period 
of this war the peoples of the Arab world 
stood aloof ... but this detachment was 
not mere aloofness, At times it turned 
into open hostility toward the de mocra 
gies.”

The Jews want an intensified industrial 
country, bulwarked by scientific farming, 


* while the Arabs are struggling to maintain 


their nomadic, semi-primiftive agricultural 
system—with most of the Arab lands go- 
ing to. grazing, with little thought of fur- 
ther development. 

In the mechanistic decisions of modern 
civilization—quite aside from the obvious 
need for a Jewish national home free from 
the latent Fascisams of Europe and beth 
British and Arab interference—an indus- 
trial Palestine seema a natural choice, Its 
society, as Steiner points out, can “con- 
tribute to world security” in a way the 
present situation never can.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16 (UP) - 
Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower, preai- 
dent-elect of Columbia University, 
said last night that as education 
succeeds in America and abroad, 
the need for the protection of an 
army will decline 

Eisenhower told a dinner honor- 
ing Dr. Frank D. Fackenthal, act- 
ing president of Columbia, that 
schools and the Army have the 
common bond of seeking to “pro- 
tect a way of life, 

“Deniocracy, by whatever defini- 
tion we give it,” he said, “includes 
the concept of the dignity of the 
individual, the right to work for 
himself and keep for himself the 
products of his toil—-subject to 
some taxes, of course.” 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge Jr, 
(Rep.) Massachusetts, was another 
speaker at the dinner at which 
Fackenthal received the 1948 
Alexander Hamilton medal for 
distinguished service to Columbia. 

Lodge said that the Marshall 
plan must be used to unite Europe 
and warned that aid to Europe 
Must not be carried out at the 
cost of wrecking Americans écon- 
omy.

Public funds provided 84 per 
cent of the total amount spent for 
financial assistance grants and 
public agencies spent almost 87 
per cént of the total. The Com-’ 
‘munity Chest raised about seven 
per eent of the money and chest 
,agencies accounted for 8 per cent 
of expenditures. 
| Average payments made under 
old age assistance amounted to 
$32, the report said. Because each 
family was considered a_ single 
case in the distribution of aid to 
dependent children and general 
relief funds, the average child's 
payment was $13 per month and 
the monthly relief average pay- 
ment was only $12.

A Pretty Good Picture, But— 


‘6 ( APTAIN FROM CASTILE,” a story of the conquista- 

dors under Hernan Cortez who toppled the ancient 

Aztec empire of Montezuma in Mexico in the Sixteenth 
Century, is on Technicolor view at the FOX THEATER. 

A long film on the single-feature pro- 

gram, “Captain From Castile” still seems 

a fragment only of the story that was to 

be told, After showing all the prepara- 

tions for conquest, beginning with Cor- 

tez's recruiting of his desperate and ruth- 

less small army of volunteers in Cuba; 

after detailing all the months of marching 

toward Montezuma’s capital, with the enslavement of the tribu- 

tary tribes en route, the picture ends with the final battles and 

the largest scenes yet to come. 

This, in a way, is a disappointment, Obviously secking 
authenticity in detail, the picture, as far as it goes, showed 
much of interest In depicting the pomp and the circumstance 
of the Aztec way of life. The final phases of the fall of the 
Aztece, when the Spaniards reached Montezuma’s capital, had 
the makings of the most epic and unusual filming. But per- 
haps such an extension of the film, in length and in cost, 
would have been too spectacular even for Hollywood. 


Even as it stands, the film is worth seeing. It has sweep 
and imagination and manages to imply sympathy for the Az- 
tecs, while telling the story from the Spaniards’ point of view. 
Much of the picture was filmed in Mexico, with the co-opera- 
tion and help of the Mexican Government, which had invalu- 
able Aztec heirlooms to draw from. 

Tyrone Power plays the starring part of Pedro De Vargas, 
fugitive from the Inquisition of his native Spain who, having 
made himself free by flight to the new world, becomes, para- 
doxically, Cortez's right-hand man in subjecting the new world- 
ers, Jean Peters, a newcomer to the screen who plays the part 
of the sweetheart who fled with Power to Mexico, is a girl who 
looks more Scottish than Spanish but has beauty and talent 
that are International. 

But the real star, from the acting point of view, is Lee J. 
Cobb, blackish-looking private-eye and heavy of many a black- 
and-white thriller, who turns out to be a mixture of ruddy-red 
and blonde in color in enacting Juan Garcia, Power's close 
friend and fellow adventurer. 

In a short scene, lasting about two minutes, In which Cobb 
explains why he killed his mother to save her from unbearable 
pain at the hands of torturers, he achieves effects that are 
esthetically and emotionally overwhelming for brilliance and 
rightness. :

HE reader who asks for the 
M origin of this saying comments 

that it must be very old. It 
is—a time-honored English prov- 
erb, and one of which it might be 
said, if the comment is permis- 
sible here, that it has been more 
honored in the breach than in the 
observance! 

Indeed, it is the very failure of 
human beings to really learn from 
living that is emphasized in the 
first recorded use of the idea.

Then, in one of Steele's 
plays, under date of 1704, it ap- 
pears, as an admonition: “Don't 
stand gaping, but live and learn.”

West, void of his partner's suit, 
opened a low heart. South won 
and immediately drew trumpa, 
noting with surprise (but With no 
apparent interest) that East was 
vold. One diamond and two 
hearts were discarded from dum- 
my. South then aimlessly cashed 
another high heart and the ace 
and king of diamonds, and ruffed 
a diamond, but all this was just 
marking time before the inevit- 
able doom. Down one was the 
outcome. 

This was a deal in which de- 
clarer had a blueprint of the posi- 
tion of cards, and all he had to 
do was follow it. The first point 
was to discard correctly from 
dummy on the run of trumps, 
viz., two diamonds and one spage. 
Then, after West's trumps were 
safesy drawn, it would be quite 
in order for declarer to lay down 
a second heart. East's failure to 
follow, on top of his previous 
revelation of the trump void, 
would give declarer an absolute 
count on his hand. He could 
have no more than seven spades, 
and thus, with only one heart and 
no clubs, he was marked with ex- 
actly five diamonds. Since this 
meant that West.eould hold onty 
two diamonds, it was obvious 
that’ East alone would have to 
guard the diamond suit. 

On that simple -analysia, de 
clarer should carefully cash the 
apade ace, then use dummy’'s last 
heart to re-enter his own hand. 
Now the last trump would be 
cashed. Dummy would discard 
the spade jack, retaining the 
A-K-6 of diamonds — and what 
could East do? If he gave up 
the spade king, declarer * would 
cash the queen; if he threw a 
diamond, dummy’s ace, king and 
six would be perfectly good. Thus, 
the ambitious contract would be 
fulfilled,

ETTING told every day high 
G food prices will continue and 
| the world food supply will re- 
main scarce for some time should 
make us go into action. What can 
we do to make it easier on our- 
selves and others? One answer 
is to grow a garden successfully. 


but like any other endeavor that 
pays, it can be planned and the 
cost counted from all angles. 
Every family member should par- 
ticipate in garden planning and 
development. Acquiring such in- 
‘formation and skills will prove 
useful throughout life. 

Putting soil in°good health, mak- 
ing up its lack in fertility, select- 
ing seed, planting, cultivating, 
harvesting, preserving and storing 
are activities vital to our welfare 
as long as we live because it helps 
us to make a contribution to the 
quality and availability of good 
food for everyone, Here in the 
Midwest any family who learns 
the steps in producing food for 
the table well can eat fresh foods 
right out of the garden for at 
least six months and they can 
enjoy those canned, frozen, salted, 
pickled and stored in the cellar 
for almost the rest of the year. 
When one counts up the savings 
realized in dollars and cents and 
in addition the enjoyment of the 
freshest and most nutritious of 
vegetables to be found, the answer 
adds up that a good garden pays. 

So let’s -begin now to do our 
| brain work. It’s a fine pastime 
}on wintry days to study and com- 
| pare the fine attributes of the new 
ivarieties of vegetables, The seed 
‘catalogues help a lot, But your 
‘own state experiment station can 
help more. They know just which 
tomato will be the reddest, 
smoothest and meatiest, what 
beans will be round, tender, string- 
less and free from rust; 
sweet corn has the biggest, sweet- 
est and tenderest ears and will be 
just as wonderful for eating right 
off the cob as for freezing, etc., 
etc. Making these preliminary 
preparations will give you a well 
pleasant and sound 


informed, 
start, 
Shepherd's Pie. 
One cup left-over gravy or me- 
dium white sauce, few drops onion 
juice, two cups thinly _ sliced, 
cooked meat, three and one-half 
‘cups hot, seasoned, mashed pota- 
toes, one egg yolk, milk, 

Heat gravy or white sauce, add 
onion juice and meat and continue 
heating until meat is hot through. 
Line a six-cup casserole with half 
the mashed potatoes. Add” the 
meat mixture, then cover the meat 
with rest of potatoes, spreading 
out to even thickness, Mark .top 
of potatoes with tines of a fork to 
make surface neatly rough, Beat 
egg yolk, add an equal amount of 
milk, mix and pat lightly over 
surface of potatoes. Bake itn a 
moderately hot oven (425 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for about 20 minutes 
or until a rich golden brown. 
Serve piping hot with a sprig ‘of 
parsley in center for garnish. Four 
servings.
